Product information, including uses/applications and sour ce(s) of imports:®

The subject articles are golf bag bodies that are made of woven nylon or polyester fabric. The golf bag
bodies have attached rainhoods, pockets, dividers, and graphite shaft protection when they are imported.
Such products reportedly are incomplete goods as of the time of entry because they lack straps and other
features, and because they are not yet usable for the intended purposes of storing and transporting golf
clubs and related accessories; complete golf bags imported separately would likely fall under HTS
heading 4202. The proponent adds a bottom, injection-molded bottom and top ferrules, an external stand,
and other features depending on the model. The subject articles are imported from China.
